Some manifestations of displeasure were indul- 
ged in by some persons of the district in regard to certain acts of the 


teacher: but the testimony is so conflicting, that your Committee 
will not discuss them. ; 


_ DISTRICT NO 2. 


The first and second terms of this school, were taught by Miss 
Abbie A. Peaslee, with fair success, The discipline was not ga 
perfect as desired, but on the whole the school was quite profitable. 

Miss Abbie M. Todd taught about seven weeks of the third term, 
when unforeseen events compelled her to resign. Miss Mary E. 


‘Bailey taught the remainder of the term. The school was not so 


successit!! as though it had no interruption. Both teachers labored 
faithtuily to promote the interests of the pupils ; but an unusual 
amount of tardiness, and a spirit of insubordination on the part of 
some of the large boys, impaired their usefulness.
